“Women, on the other hand, are usu- 
ally in charge of things like child care,” she 
added. “They’re often trying to multitask 
when they wake up. Sex isn’t necessarily the 
first thing on their mind. Of course, it doesn’t 
mean thev don’t like it either.”

Demi and Ashton might be 
surprised to hear this— she 
was 42 and he was 27 when 
they wed in 2005— but a for- 
tysomething woman and a twentysomething 
man aren’t necessarily an ideal sexual match.

cent of all TV shows in 2005, nearly 
double the rate from 1998, accord- 
ing to a report by non-profit health 
care research group Kaiser Family 
Foundation. 

But the more we’re bombarded by 
sex, some experts say, the more we con- 
fuse the facts. 

Just in time for Valentine’s Day, 
RedEye is here to set the record straight 
with the help of some leading sexperts 
and doctors.

Ready for some science 
that could strengthen 
your cheesy pick-up line? 

Some studies have shown that regular sex 
in a good relationship will make you look 
better. A study on the secrets of youthful 
appearance conducted by Scottish clinical 
neuropsychologist Dr. David Weeks in 1998, 
for example, found that people with an active 
sex life looked 7 to 12 years younger. 

“When people are having great sex, there 
are a lot of positive endorphins released,” 
said Lauren Frances, love coach and author 
of “Dating, Mating and Manhandling: The 
Ornithological Guide to Men.” 

“People talk about a noticeable, natural— 
kind of magical— glow that you can literally

exercise and can 
help you lose weight. 

Hitting the gym, 
not hitting the 
sack, still is the best 
like Matthew McConaughey or Angelina 
Jolie. But a little action between the sheets 
certainly can’t hurt. Experts say that a half- 
hour of intercourse will burn an average of 
150 to 200 calories. 

“It’s a good cardiovascular activity and peo- 
ple can actually drop pounds if you do it regu- 
larly and watch what you eat,” Fulbright said. 

Relaxed or low-energy sex, on the other 
hand, is likely to do little for your waistline. 
But hey, it still beats the gym, right? 

“Many people dread the idea of going to 
the gym, but sex is a very pleasurable thing, 
so it seems like a good alternative,” Quilliam 
said.

Perpetuated perhaps by 
sitcoms and beer com- 
mercials, the idea that 
men think about sex every seven seconds isn’t 
remotely true, said Dr. Larry Grimm, a clini- 
cal psychologist and psychology professor at 
the University of Illinois at Chicago. 

Research has shown, Grimm said, that 54 
percent of men think about sex one or more 
times a day, 43 percent think about it a few 
times a week and 4 percent fantasize about it 
less than once a month. 

Grimm noted that sexual thoughts also are 
influenced by other factors. 

“If you’re very busy, you’re usually distract- 
ed by whatever’s keeping you busy, not sex,” 
he said. 




Finding Joy’ in the 21st Century 

Sexpert Susan Quilliam talks to RedEye about revising iconic book 



Quilliam 


The late sex 
expert Alex 
Comfort’s original 
“The Joy of Sex” 
book was more 
than iconic after 
it was released in 
1972. It came to 
practically 
symbolize the 

sexual revolution of the late 1960s and 
early ’70s. Susan Quilliam, the British 
sexpert and relationship coach, took on 
the difficult task of updating “Sex” for 
the 2ist Century RedEye chatted with 
her about the book, which was pub- 
lished in January and, of course, about 

sex. RYAN SMITH 

Why did this book need an update? 

Because so many things have 
changed since the book has been 
originally written. We know way 
more about the way sexuality 
works. The whole cultural context 
has changed. In 1972 it was much 
more of a game. Sex itself hasn’t 
changed, but we do things more 
openly: We have sex shops, sex 
toys, phone sex, text sex. Also, 
women enjoy sex too, so {the 
publishers] wanted to have a 
woman do it. 


What separates this book from the origi- 
nal— aside from less-hairy models? 

We cut out 10 percent of the book 
because it was inaccurate and outdated. 
We added 43 new elements. Sixty per- 
cent of the original content is rewritten; 
the other 40 percent is heavily edited. 

The sections about sex on horseback 
and motorcycles are gone. Did people 
stop having sex on unsafe moving 
objects? 

We’d get sued. It’s not that people 
have stopped having sex on horses or 
motorcycles, it’s that we can’t tell them 
to do it. 

Alex Comfort advocated against shav- 
ing the body in his book. What’s your 
body hair advice? 

You should largely shave and largely 
deodorize. I think you should have 
respect for your partner by looking and 
smelling nice. {Comfort} was about hav- 
ing, well, a more natural odor. 

What is the No. 1 concern people have 
about sex? 

It’s whether they are normal or not. 
They ask, ‘Am I having sex as many 
times as a normal person? I like this 
sexual activity— am I normal?” 


What led you to decide to make a sepa- 
rate book for the gay community? 

Because the alternative would be 
to compromise. The original never 
addressed the homosexual community, 
and the reprint was critical to them 
about AIDS and anal sex. {Comfort} 
was very homophobic. To try to blend 
in different practices and attitudes and 
approaches, you’re going to end up 
compromising and it’s the gay commu- 
nity that would be compromised. 

Comfort also thought that orgies were 
the wave of the future. Where are we on 
that? 

It hasn’t taken off like he expected. It’s 
sort of true, that there are swingers’ 
clubs. And about 10 percent of people 
worldwide have been involved in three- 
some or swinger parties. But no, most 
couples as he suggested, do not make 
love in front of other couples. 
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Birth control 
can alter a woman’s 
chemistry and 
make her interested 
in people she 
normally wouldn’t 
find attractive. 


Believe it or not, a man iru£ 
often has to pass a “sniff” 
test before a woman is attracted to him, and 
birth control pills can make the sense of smell 
go a little haywire. 

“The more difference there is between two 
people’s immune systems, the healthier their 
offspring will be supposedly,” Fulbright said. 
“So subconsciously, women more than men 
will sniff out the man’s immune system to see 
if they will be compatible.” 

But when a woman stops taking the pill, 
her interpretation of men’s scent could 
be disrupted, meaning she may no longer be 
as attracted to her partner as she was while 
on it.

Back to the Board

The scene: You know that old friend 
you don't call often enough? The one 
you adore, but whose reliable ways get 
lost in a blur of other commitments? 
That's what happened to 
Chalkboard's brunch. 

The North Center bistro 
started serving brunch 
shortly after opening 
in 2006 , but then busi- 
ness took off, and chef- 
owner Gilbert Langlois 
found it too much to ask 
of his staff after a hectic 
weekend dinner service. 

Chalkboard built a repu- 
tation on dinner and afternoon tea, 
but the neighborhood's appetite for 
brunch never faltered. So three weeks 
ago, Langlois gave the morning meal a 
second chance. 

Though the chandelier-and-white- 
tablecloth atmosphere might fool you 
into thinking otherwise. Chalkboard 
is a neighborhood restaurant, Langlois 
himself often mans the door, and ser- 
vice is warm and unhurried. Prices are 


neighbor-friendly too, consummate 
with the casual jeans-and-a-sweater 
dress code that appears de rigueur 
here on weekend mornings. 

The cuisine: Why there wasn't an 
all-out riot in the streets 
when Chalkboard discon- 
tinued brunch the first 
time, we're not sure. But 
we wouldn't be surprised 
if competition for a table 
gets fierce once word gets 
out that it's back, 

Langlois blends solid 
fundamentals with a play- 
ful approach, resulting 
in fun twists on familiar 
concepts, such as the Duck “Mick” 
Muffin ($ 12 , pictured), a classed-up 
take on a fast- food favorite. Though 
served on a toasted English muffin, 
it's a fork-and-knife affair— all the bet- 
ter to savor the seared duck breast, 
perfectly poached egg and surprisingly 
light brie sauce. 

If we have one gripe, it's that menu 
descriptions don't do most of the dish- 
es justice. Going light on the details.

It’s Not Me, It’s You 


Lily Allen was refreshing when she 
debuted in 2007 with ‘i^right, Still,” 
Brash and brainy she twisted numer- 
ous musical styles, from reggae to 
U,K, grime to breezy pop, to suit her 
sassy stories. 

On her follow-up, “It’s Not Me, It’s 
Abu” (Capitol), Allen’s sharp lyrical 
style is relatively intact, but the music 
that supports it is often so dull that it 
sucks the charm out of her delivery. 
Maybe it’s because Allen wrote the 
whole album with Greg Kurstin of 
The Bird and the Bee instead of using a larger group of collabora- 
tors, but after awhile “It’s Not Me, It’s Abu” runs out of steam. 
Things start off promisingly enough with her honesty-is-the- 
best-policy drug rant “Everyone’s at It”— “How can we start to 
tackle the problem if you don’t put your hands up and admit that 
you’re on them?” she asks over a toned-down dance beat. The 
first single, “The Fear,” works as well, taking on celebrity culture 
over a straightforward S}Tith-pop beat that sounds like it came 
from The Pet Shop Boys, circa 1988, 

Sure, Allen stiH doles out her share of barbs, but the ’80s 
renovations eventually wear thin, especially the cut-rate New 
Order synths of “I Could Say” and “Chinese,” which sounds like 
a Bananarama leftover. Maybe when she named the album “It’s 
Not Me, It’s Abu,” Allen was actually talking to her musical col-

As if we need another reason to hate banks 


An international bank appears to 
be involved in organized crime, 
weapons dealing and a whole 
lot of deaths, which attracts the 
attention of officials and law 
enforcement in Germany, Italy, 
the U.S. and more.

The verdict: Who knew bank- 
ers were as tough as gangsters? 
Too bad these villains— who 
boast transparent motives, a 
reckless grasp for power and not 
an ounce of diabolical clever- 
ness — are so generic they may as 
well have been cooked up at the 
International House of Pancakes. 

While an uncharacteristically 
out-of-sync Watts is always a half- 
step off of her required intensity, 
Owen’s reliable resolve and direc- 
tor Tom Tykwer’s crisp staging 
keep you watching and trying to 
convince yourself the film is bet- 
ter than it is. 

That’s an argument you should 
be prepared to lose.

And when 
you do purchase something new, go for the 
best quality you can afford. 

There are plenty of other tricks for look- 
ing stylish on a shoestring: Shop for designer 
fashions at consignment stores; buy the things 
you need, not the things you want; limit your 
trips to the dry-cleaners. 

But the key to true style is restraint. Buying 
into every new trend simply makes you a 
fashion victim. And doing it on some- 
one else’s dime is not a classy move.

Olympic bid unveiled 

But there’s no transit overhaul in Chicago’s pitch for the 2016 Games 


BUFFALO The crew of a commuter 
plane that fell out of the sky, killing 
all 49 people aboard and one person 
on the ground, noticed significant 
ice buildup on the wings and wind- 
shield just before the plane began 
pitching and rolling violently, inves- 
tigators said Friday 

Officials stopped short of saying the 
ice buildup caused Thursday night’s 
crash and stressed that nothing has 
been ruled out. But ice on a plane’s 
wings can interfere catastrophically 
with an aircraft’s handling and has 
been blamed for a number of major 
air disasters over the years. 

Continental Connection Flight 
3407 from Newark, N.J., went down 
in light snow and fog late Thursday 
and crashed into a house in suburban 
Clarence. Killed were 44 passengers, 
four crew members, one off-duty 
pilot and one person on the ground. 

Two others escaped from the 
home, which was engulfed in a dra- 
matic fireball that raged higher than 
the treetops and burned for hours. 

The plane went through a “severe 
pitch and roll” experience after posi- 
tioning its flaps for a landing, said 
Steve Chealander, spokesman for 
the National Transportation Safety 
Board. 

Among the passengers killed was 
a woman whose husband died in 
the World Trade Center attacks of 
Sept. II. 

It was the nation’s first deadly 
crash of a commercial airliner in 2 V2 
years. 


With promises to create an elaborate Olympic 
village on the South Side— consisting of more 
than 20 high-rises centered on a vibrant Main 
Street— Chicago unveiled its final bid book 
to the International Olympic Committee on 
Friday, sidestepping transportation concerns 
and projecting revenue of nearly $4 billion. 

Despite concerns that transportation is 
a major weakness in Chicago’s bid, the tran- 
sit system proposed by the city relies heav- 
ily on existing infrastructure, according to 
its bid book. “Chicago’s current transport 
infrastructure effectively delivers millions to 
parks where venues and celebration sites are 
planned,” it said. 

A shuttle system will link rail stations to 
Olympic venues under the plan. But an ear- 


lier review by international Olympic officials 
raised concerns about the distance between 
the rail stations and athletic sites. 

The submission did not address how the 
existing transit system— the CTA, Metra and 
Pace— will accommodate the combination of 
everyday commuters and Olympic visitors. 

Other details of the bid: 

» Organizers said they would transform an 
“underutilized and obsolete” hospital campus 
on the city’s South Side into a vibrant neigh- 
borhood centered around a “Main Street” and 
connected to the lakefront by an extra-wide 
pedestrian bridge over Lake Shore Drive. The 
plan calls for constructing 21 residential build- 
ings, each about 12 stories high, with outdoor 
terraces for athletes on the site of the mostly 


shuttered Michael Reese Hospital. 

» Chicago 2016 estimated revenues of about 
$i billion more than all three of its rivals, 
Tokyo, Madrid and Rio de Janeiro. Chicago’s 
revenue projection, in 2008 dollars, is $3.78 bil- 
lion, compared with $2,666 billion for Madrid 
and $2,864 billion for Tokyo. In an earlier sub- 
mission, Rio had projected revenues at $750 
million. Its final bid book has not yet been 
made public. 

» The bid book calls for making the soccer 
tournament a national event, with matches 
in Pasadena, Calif; the Meadowlands in New 
Jersey; Washington, DC.; the St. Louis Dome; 
Minneapolis; and Philadelphia. The 2008 
plan had soccer at Northwestern and at NIU, 
among other sites.
